dent oC tho Now 1'ork Central, urged upon Mr. 
Vandei-bilt tho necessity Of heading off compe- 
tition of new enterprises by a reduction of 
rates that would make it impossible to secure 
capital for their development, Mr. Yandorbilt 
started in upou this idea, but abandoned :t and 
made peaco with tho other trunk lines. 
As a 


natural 'consequence, capital again flowed into 
tho new schemes, und ho was finally com- 
pelled to buy no the "Xiekol Plato" and tho St_ 
Paul A Omaha at nn enormous cost to thoLako 
Shore aud tho Chicago & Northwestern. 
The 


purchase of those lines only whetted the appe- 
tite of outside capital, and the West Shore road, 
which parallels tlio New York Central and cuts 
into all tho local and through traffic, found 
scores of wealthy supporters, who had hitherto 
stood aloof, iustauter. 


It became evident that he had made a great 


mistake, aud that tho advico of Mr. Eutter 
should havo bcou followed at any cost to the 
stockholders of tho Now York Central and 
Lake Shoro. Mr. Yaudorbilt appreciated this, 
and a faw weeks ago ho decided upon'a, master 
stroke, by which somo of tho errors which ho 
had committed might bo remedied. Having 
written a letter to Mr. J. S. Morgan, of Drexel, 
Morgan Jt Co., at Uio time ho sold his groat 
block of stock at 120 to tho Londoners, promis- 
ing that as long as ho remained president of 
the Now York Central the dividends should 
'never bo reduced below S pel- cent it was 
necessary that he should resign before a pro- 
tractud railroad war should bo begun, which 
would render tho company unable to pay at 
that rate. His sons, engaged in speculation, 
could not bo roliod upon to carry out an ag- 
Krossivu policy if given a position whore they 
niHit settle the quarrel to their own advant- 
age! Hence it happened that Mr. J, H. Kuttor, 
a man of iron nerve and unsurpassed judg- 
ment, wns put at tho helm and givon instruc- 
tions to win tho light at any cost. Mr. Yandor- 
bilt no longer president of tho Now York 
Central cannot bo taxed with a breach of faith 
by London stockholders if they do not got any 
dividends at all. 
It is more than likely that before Mr. \ an- 


dcrbilt reaches the other side a prouuncia- 
monto will bo issued from tho Grand Central 
depot by President Huttor, which will apprize 
all other linos, new and old, that a struggle 
has been begun, which will result in tho ''sur- 
vival of tho fittest." Tho Erie, the Delaware 
and Lackanna, the West Shoro, and tho Poun- 
Bvlvaiiia Central will all havo to right for dear 
life, and the Mow York Central Khareholdors 
will havo as bad a lime as any. With tho Phil- 
adelphia & Heading aud tho >.ow Jersey Cen- 
tral to open up war in the coal region in behalf 
of tho Now York Central a groat many spec- 
ulative card-houses will tumble to Diecoa. 


In order to carry on the fight successfully it 


is understood a vast amount of new equipment 
will bo immediately ordered by the New York 
Central, and this will bo made the pretext for 
a reduction in tho dividends to 0 per cent.

Ahoiit Caimiy Birds. 


The cost of keeping canary birds is 


seldom thought of, The canary is the 
pet bird of thu rich and the poor; it is 
everywhere, and its keupinginvolves au 
immense amount of money in the ag- 
gregate. A gentleman who has for 
several years besn extensively engaged 
iu the trade of bird-seed, and who is 
excellent authority, informs us that ho 
has the statistics to prove that there arc 
now fully 14,000,000 of these pets in this 
country, Each bird will use twelve 
pounds of seed per year,- if not overfed, 
and, 
nnforamatelyforthem, they gener- 


ally got too much. Tims it takes 168,- 
000,000 pounds of seed to feed them 
through a year, worth at least 314,000,- 
000. 
Besides this seed, as any one 


knows, is the sugar, the crackers, the 
c»-gs and the thousand and one things 
that dilVerent keepers supply them with. 


Again, we have a great expense in 


cages, 
There arc now 
twenty-two 


manufactories of bird cages in the 
United States. One of the most exten- 
sive of them turned out SI,000,000' 
worth of cages last year, and will this 
year add largely to tlie amount. The 
whole cost of cages made last vcar is 
estimated at nearly 83,000,000^ Tins 
gives for tho two items of seed and 
cages tho suuglittle sum of §17,000,000. 


But after all, is the bird not worth all 


the people pay for its keeping? How 
it instills into the children a love of 
music; and its example of cleanliness 
as it takes its regular morning bath, ia 
beneficial in the extreme. K thus adds' 
beauty, music und instruction to all our 
homes.—Pritiriu Far/tier.
